While I rate the U-boat danger as 
still the greatest we have to face, I 
have a good and sober confidence 
that it will not only be met, but 
overcome. The increase of shipping 
tonnage over sinkings after the 
movement of vital supplies of food 
and’ munitions have 
provides that margin. This is the 
main measure of. our joint war 
effort. We are also conductin 
from the British Isles the princi 
air offensive against many and 
in this we are powerfully aided by 
the United States Air Force in the 
United Kingdom. 


AIR POWER

Mr. DOUGLAS said that in 
previous years, when he spoke on 
the debate on the Finance Bill, he 
advocated a National Government, 
and he believed then, and still 
believed, that such a Government 
could stand = to national problems 
in a way that no purely party 
Government could do. He did not 
believe that, if the Minister’s party 
were returned, it would stem the tide 
of Governmental intervention, but 
he did believe that they had 
in the country a very large number 
of competent and loyal persons who 
would freely and willingly get behind 
a National Government and a 
their services in a co-operative efiort 
to do so. 


TAOISEACH’S VIEW 


“I am, however, amazed,” con- 
tinued Mr. Douglas, “ at the atti- 
tude taken by the Taoiseach to the 
proposal, _He said that to think 
in terms of a National Government 
was a despairing programme, and 
was the last resort of a beaten party. 
To my mind, a National Govern-
